The amendment to the claim languuages does not place the case in better form for allowance because such changes does not 
overcome the 1 12 first paragraph rejections because the elected Invention directed to an embodiment of figure 13, this figure and the 
specification do not support for the leads to be extending from both sides and there is no where in the specification that discloses the use 
of flexible members and/or buses in supporting for this elected invention, at best, elected figure 13 shows the leads 16 extend from only 
one side not from opposed sides as claimed. Therefore, the recitation where the 1C package having plurality of leads extending from 
opposed sides thereof (i.e., see claim 3, lines 10-12) does raised an issues of 1 12 first. Further, the changes to the claim languages has 
narrowed the scope of the claims which would require additional search and/or consideration. Note that the rejected claims do not requied 
the” flexible member " and "the cage that encloses a plurality of sides of each prinmary 1C package" as now claimed in claims 1-3. Also, 
the phrase: " the case for enclosing more than a plurality of sides of each primary 1C package. ." (see claim 2 , lines 3-4) possible raise 
the Issue of new matter. 
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
